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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant proposes amending independent claims 1 , 67, and 70 to require the piercing member and the sensor 
to be mechanically attached together to form an integrated unit that is disconnectable from the analyzer as the integrated unit. The 
Examiner disagrees that this new limitation is not taught by Nakashima. As ackowledged by Applicant and shown by Nakashima the cap 
(2), which contains the sensor (4) is attached the piercing member (3), which Is disconnectable from the analyer (1) by connector (14). 
Although the cap can also be removed from the piercing member both the piercing member and the cap can be removed as an 
integrated unit from the analyzer. Even if Nakashlml did not teach this limitation the proposed amenndment would require furhter 
consideration and a new search as it is not a limitation that has been addressed before..
